U. S. Deficit F inancing to Continue 


With $50 Billion “47 Budget Likely 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
(UP)—Despite a large cut in war 
expenses, the government will re- 
quire a budget of around $50,000,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year 1947, 
high government quarters predict- 
ed Sunday night. 

Under a budget that large, it 
“was said, it would be necessary 
to continue deficit financing, and 
additional tax cuts would be out 
of the picture, at least for the 
immediate future. 

The new budget will be made 
public shortly after Jan. 1. It will 
cover the year beginning July 1, 
1946.

Four southeastern Georgia caun- 
ties, Bryan, Liberty, Long and 
McIntosh, and their principal 
towns, Pembroke, Hinesville, Lu- 
dowici and Darien, are projecting 
a six-year public improvement pro- 
gram to.cost more than $1,278,500, 
it has been announced by the State 
Agricultural] and Industrial Devel- 
opment Board. 

The public works program for 
these communities was prepared 
by their county and city officials 
with the assistance of the Public 
Works panel of the Development 
Board, of which G, T. Papageorge, 
of Atlanta, is director, and H. J. 
Friedman, of Brunswick, is con- 
sultant. 

Federal and state agencies, in- 
cluding the State Highway De- 
partment, State Department of Ed- 
ucation, State Department of 
Health and the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration helped in gather- 
ing data for the undertaking. 

Surveyors reported that the four 
counties derive their major income 
from timber and livestock.

Pre-Spanish

HARD CASH, Ga., Nov. 24.—This is it! A gold toothpick dangles 
from your vest chain, you eat tutti-fruiti ice cream every night, and 
you're not considered well-dressed unless you're wearing a wad big 
enough to choke an ox. This is Boom Town—now that the 50-year 


panic is broken. 

It beats anything you ever saw 
or heard. Business wasn’t brisk 
here during the war, it was an 
orgy. But today the shelves are 
almost hound’s-tooth clean, The 
prewar stock—pre-Spanish-Ameri- 
can War—is all gone. They’re 
wearing it from Atlanta to An- 
derson, S 

I was looking for something 
fancy, myself. Silk shirts, per- 
haps with green and red stripes 
as a starter. 

“Silk shirts?” Haven’t had any 
for months! Might find you a 
pongee.”’ 

But the pongees were all gone, 
too, so I had to be satisfied with 
cotton—the stripes a little on the 
conservative side but not too bad, 
at that. 

Shirts called for collars, but 
when I called for celluloids, the 
clerk threw up his hands, “Cellu- 
loids Haven't had any since Hiro- 
shima. You'll have to do with 
starched.” 

PATENT LEATHER SHOES 


When we got into shoes, the only 
pair left was a patent-leather that 
turned up at the front like a 
horned toad. I liked the side but- 
tons, but they were a little too 
pointed for me, and, besides, I 
wasn’t looking for a dress shoe but 
heavy-duties. 

“What about underwear?” I 
asked. “Sorry, they all got away. 
“Bet we sold thousands of long 
underwear during the war.” 

You see what I mean? The war 
cleaned them out here. And if 
you think the situation is any bet- 
ter in the line of women’s apparel, 
you’re wrong again. There’s only 
one lady’s hat in town and it’s a 
year out of style, a dusty little 
1889 model, All of the Gay Nine- 
ty jobs got away long before V-J 
Day. 

HORSE COLLARS APLENTY 

As I said before, it beats any- 
thing you ever saw or heard. The 
war—the latest one, caught O. C. 
Madden, who runs a general mer- 
chandise store here, riding the 
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crest. His shelves were jam- 
packed with everything from Bru- 
ton’s snuff to horse collars. He 
had enough horse collars to outfit 
a cavalry brigade. 

He had 800 pairs of shoes; shoes 
of all shapes and sizes. And he 
had silk shirts and celluloid col- 
lars and even plenty of silk stock- 
ings. It didn’t matter that most 
of his stock was from 25 to 50 
years old. He'd get rid of it. 
World War II shortages would 
take care of that, Madden was 
sure. So he bided his time. 


He didn’t exactly bide his 
time. Beforehand, he _ had to 
clear his position with the ration 
board. He called the boys in to 
get his old stock properly cate- 
goried. What Madden was after 
was point-free goods. The ration 
board was stumped. They didn’t 
know what kind of point-system 
to set up for stuff as old as Mad- 
den’s. They searched the Act, 
trying to find some sort of stip- 
ulation covering goods of Span- 
ish-American and World War I 
vintages, but found no covering 
clause, so they told him to let it 
go point-free and for whatever 
prices he could get. 


NO POINTS NEEDED 


Toward the fag-end of the war, 
things started looking up in 
Hard Cash. Somehow the word 
had gotten around that Madden 
had plenty of shoes, shirts, un- 
derwear, et cetera, and it didn’t 
take points to buy it. 

“We got customers from as far 
as Atlanta, Anderson and Cal- 
houn Falls,” Madden says. He 
piled all of those shoes on the 
counter and let the customers pick 
them over. And some of them 
were certainly monstrosities, Mad- 
den admits. He had ladies’ shoes 
that laced, hook-eyed, nearly to 
the knee. He had work shoes 
and ballroom shoes. He even had 
baby shoes with soles a half-inch 
thick. Some of the soles of these 
old shoes were as hard as wood. 


“I told everybody that (I 
wouldn’t guarantee them as far 
as the door,” Madden declared, 
“but they bought them. And 
they loved it.” 

AVOIDED PROFITEERING 

But just because he had the 
trade “over the barrel,” Madden 
didn’t profiteer. Most of the 
shoes went at prices of from fifty 
cents to a dollar and the rest of 
the stock was price-gauged accord- 
ingly. When you consider that 
everything was prewar and point- 
free, you get an idea of what kind 
of a bargain the people were get- 
ting. You couldn’t lose, you had 
a museum piece if nothing else. 


Most of the stock accumulated 
in the depression that followed 
the Spanish-American war. Who- 
ever ran the business then bought 
heavily following the war, and 
when they got stuck with a lot of 
old stuff, they walked out and 
left the place in disgust and with 
its name of Hard Cash. 

Today, in this postwar era, Mad- 
den is playing a shrewd game. 
He’s as coy as a movie star in 
dealing with a salesman, Some- 
how, he got the impression that 
I was a paint salesman when I 
came in and he parried every 
question I asked him in a manner 
that would shave a nickel off a 
gallon of paint. I thought it was 
all sort of funny, but couldn’t 
quite dope it out until I started 
to go. 

NO PAINT PEDLAR 


“You say you're selling paint?” 


'he asked. Madden had been play- 


ing his cards close to his chest— 
he believes that now’s the time 
to sell, not to buy—but he knew 
that paint would sell in any mar- 
ket today and he wasn’t letting 
me get away without seeing my 
line.

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A Prophet Is 
Not Without Honor 


It is important, in any thinking today, to recog- 

nize one fundamental fact— 

Europe is finished. For how long it is fin- 
ished one may not be sure. But one may be certain it is finished 
for at least a generation. | 

The France which had “the best trained army in the world” 
in 1939 is hardly a third-rate nation. The United States and Eng- 
land may pump money into it so long as they please, and in any 
amount, It will change nothing. One cannot make bricks of straw, 
or fit square pegs into round holes. 

France is washed up—for at least a generation. 

Italy is worse off, Italy not only lost a war. She was forced, 
in the words of the prophet, to return to her own vomit of fascism. 
She has lost her national soul. 

Germany, given money and food and opportunity, would come 
back again, plainly thinking that God had again returned to her 
and annointed her with oil and bade her conquer the world. There- 
fore, the able Germans will not be given money or opportunity 
or much food. 

For 600 years Germany and France have been played off 
against one another by England, which properly and cleverly played 
the old game known as “the balance of power.’ By that means a 
small nation of a few million persons was able, politically, to control 
a continent. Now England is hurt. Not finished by any means— 
but badly hurt. 

Spain is no good. Spain hasn’t been a power since colonial 
days, although she existed in the form of what the prize ring calls 
a “hollow shell” until 1898. Today she is rotten with Franco and 
fascism. Fascism is a disease and it ought to be uprooted in Spain 
even though it leaves Spajn worse off, if possible, than today. 

The Balkans are in their chronic state of chaos. The Scandina- 
vian nations are small and sensible and, as the only really civilized 
nations on earth, are prey to any aggressor. Civilization is, measured 
on the military scales, only weakness. It is well never to forget 
that. Civilization means comfort and security and when a nation 
attains a state of civilization the tribes always come over the walls. 


—_—, Anyhow, Europe is tinished. 1 would not be so bold 
Finished as to say for how long she is finished. I think it is 
for a long, long time. She was finished after the blood-letting of 
1914-18 because certain reforms were not done or allowed. Now 
she really is finished—for a _ period. 

Still, history, which always strikes at least twice in the same 
place, is discouraging to prophets. Better men than I have writ- 
ten off Europe. The only difference is that in this easy essay I 
carefully write her off for a period only. Not forever. 

In 1774 Horace Walpole wrote a message saying, “I take Europe 
to be worn out. When Voltaire dies we may say, ‘Good night’.” 

On his deathbed in 1806, William Pitt, whom we know to be 
well spoken of, said, “Roll up the map of Europe. It will not 
be wanted these 10 years.” 

He was a careful man, daring only to see 10 years ahead. And, 
as it turned out, he was very wrong indeed. 

By 1932 the acid Leon Trotsky was saying, “The state system of 
Europe is a system akin to the system of cages in an impoverished 
provincial zoo,” 


A lot of persons, most of them wrong, have had 

One Power something to say about Europe. But today one may 
look at it and see that only this time have we seen a Europe at the 
end of a war in which not a single one of the traditional European 
countries emerged as a victor. 

They all lost. 

They each are chaotic, bankrupt, hungry, sick, cold and divided. 

There is just one power in Europe. 

That is the Soviet Union. 

There is just one power in Asia. 

That is the Soviet Union. 


It is not well to forget that it covers one-sixth of the land on 
earth, 8,000,000 square miles that stretch almost halfway around 
the earth, where dwell one-tenth of all the peoples on earth. The 
war has, for the first time, unified them. 


It is well to get that in any discussion or thinking about today 
and the future. 

There is no longer any powerful France or Germany. 

Germany, making the bold bid, sought to conquer the world. 
There came a time when she deemed her offensive strength so 
great she could hold what she had and conquer Russia... and 
then resume on the U., S. 

The “point” was a hard one—let us say, “Little Joe.” 

And finally the iron dice of war and fate came seven. 

There is just one power in Europe. One in Asia. 
Union. 

Europe can come back. But, also keep in mind that morality not 
always wins over hunger. Europe is hungry. 

If we sit back and weep over broken toys; if we fret over leftist 
politics in a hungry, desperate rerion and fail in some measure 
to feed and clothe it, then Europe is finished not for a generation 
or two—but for a century or so. Or more.

Will Our Population 
spread More Evenly? 


H. G. Wells, in one of his prophesying moods, 
wrote that the day will come when cities, as the 
modern world knows them, will be no more. 

He based his argument on the ever-increasing speed and ever 
greater ease in personal] transportation. When a man locates his 
home, he said, he doesn’t measure its distance from his place of 
work in miles, but by minutes—the minutes required to travel from 
one to the other. 

He cited the fact we all know that the coming of the automobile 
made the residential sections of cities spread out, further and 
further, from the central business sections. Many a man who lives 
15 miles from his office consumes less time in home-office travel, 
today. than did his granddad who had to depend on horse flesh for 
transportation, in traveling the two miles required by his home and 
office locations. 7 

There is basic truth in Wells’ argument, though it maybe he 
carries the logic to too great extreme. He foresees a day when 
there will be no popular congestion, when everyone will, to all in- 
tents and purposes, live in rural surroundings, with smaller or 
larger land areas for gardening or farming and with fast automobiles, 
airplanes, helicopters, to take him to his place of work and back. 

The “city” then, says Wells, will be nothing but such business 
places and factories as find it economical to be close to each other. 
And, even then, “close” will have a different meaning.

As a matter of fact, in evaluating Wells’ prophecy, I think we 
should remember he is an Englishman and population conditions 
are very different in his country from what they are in America. 

Actually, most areas which, in England, are classified as rural, 
we would consider suburban, in the United States. Oh, there are 
some large—for England—areas which are distinctly sections of 
population scarcity. Such as, for instance, the Yorkshire moors. 

But, when you get 'way out in the country in England, usually 
the homes and the little villages are so close we would call it a 
pretty thickly built-up section of suburbia. 

When you remember that the north-south dimension of England 
is only slightly more than the distance from Atlanta to Savannah 
and that the average east-west width is far less, you realize how 
congested the average population must be, with about one-fourth 
as many as in the entire United States. A dozen times as many as 
in Georgia. Or more. 

Of course, the cities in England are far more congested than 
any here. If your home stands on an average 100-foot tront lot, 
the land you use*to house your one family would probably provide 
homes for 50 or 100 families in many parts of a British city. 

(That necessity of life in a crowd is the psychologic reason for 
the classic reticence of the Britisher with strangers. He has to be 
reticent, all his life, if he wants any personal privacy at all.) 


: Ideas of distance, in the two countries, are 
Ideas of Distance far different, too. We think nothing of a 
Sunday auto journey of 300 miles or so. The average Briton con- 
siders it an event when he travels 70 miles away from his home. 

We take a journey of 1,000 miles, by train, in normal stride. 
Such a journey to a Britisher unused to “foreign” travel is unthink- 
able. He’d have to go around his country, instead of straight ahead 
in any direction. ; 

The area Atlanta covers would hold the population of a city five 
or six times as large in Britain. 

Now we know we are on the threshold of the age of the private 
plane, of the helicopter and of rocket propulsion for private or 
common carriers. | 

As such things become more and more common, our people will 
find places to live ever further away from the city. 

Mayor Bill Hartsfield worries today because Buckhead is out- 
side the city limits. His successor of 25 years hence may be wor- 
ried in the same way over Toccoa. 

I must admit it will be nice, in the summertime, to live at, say

Hull Removes 
Shadow From Pearl 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—In his testimony 
before the Pearl Harbor investigating commit 
tee former Secretary of State Hull has given 

the final answer to those who have pretended to say that the late 
President Roosevelt dragged us into the war with Japan or pro 
voked it. 

Hull’s statement deserves to be read by every thoughtful 
American, particularly those who may have been misled by the 
partisan clamor that has arisen over the issue. It constitutes a 
highly significant historical document. It will go down, no doubt, 
as the most closely documented testimony that has been presented 


to the committee. 

After reading what he had to say, no one—not 
No Doubt, Left even the most rabid isolationist—can have 
any further doubts as to the wisdom and the good intentions of the 
late President in dealing with the treacherous, tricky Japs. 

Once and for all, it seems, the venerable former secretary has 
laid the ghost of the propaganda theme put out by Tokyo that 
the clash of arms in the Pacific resulted from the so-called “Hull 
ultimatum,” which was handed to the Japanese peace envoys in 
Washington on Nov. 26, 1941, 11 days before Pearl Harbor. 

With a sincerity of purpose no one can deny and with a muster 
of facts that cannot be challenged, he laid before the committee a 
chain of evidence which tends to prove conclusively that his pre 
Pearl Harbor memorandum was no ultimatum at all, but on the 
contrary was the answer by this government to an ultimatum 


which the Japs themselves had previously issued. 
To fortify his statements Mr. Hull, 


Backs Up Statements aged and somewhat weary from the 
illness which forced him to give up his position about a year ago, 
cited numerous confidential discussions that took place in the war 
council of the Roosevelt cabinet prior to the Pacific outbreak. 

Highly secret messages from the Tokyo government, which our 
intelligence services intercepted and decoded, enabled us to keep 
well informed at all times on Japanese plans. 

We were never for a moment deceived as to the intentions of 
the Japanese warlords, he revealed—save only in one respect, the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

We knew that the Japanese, armed to the teeth and drunk with 
power, were bent on a program of world conquest. 


ic 
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Encouraged by the rest of the world’s pre- 
Jap Was Ready pert with German aggression, the Jap 
militarists. we knew, were ready to thrust forward with the scheme 
of conquest, feeling that their hour had struck. 

The Japanese people had been so strongly indoctrinated with 
the preposterous idea of their own racial superiority that nothing 
short of complete capitulation on our part would have stopped or 
delayed them. 

Mr. Hull, correctly appraising the situation from the intelligence 
reports reacbing him, warned the war council a full month before 
the clash came. Mr. Roosevelt had similarly appraised Japenese 
intentions. 

Our program throughout the period of negotiations is now 
revealed to have been one of stalling for time. We needed more 
time to put our defenses in order, and every effort was bent 


in this direction. 


Did Not Want War 


We did not want war with the Japs, for 
the very excellent reason that our major 
concern lay in Europe. Anticipating that we would have to fight 
the Nazis sooner or later, we wanted nothing to happen in the 
Pacific that would weaken our hand. it 

And so we went as far as possible, short of sacrificing our 
traditional principles, to avoid a war with Japan. 

This is the background of our negotiations for peace with the 
Japs, as revealed in the testimony of Hull. He has presented 
the case graphically and convincingly. Little room is left for 
doubt that the former administration took the only road that was 
open to honorable officials. . 

Hull’s testimony will long be a valuable reference guide 
te historians who are seeking an authentic record of the events 


leading to the Pearl Harbor disaster.

Over two-thirds of the $4,400,- 
000,000 of food and materials pro- 
cured abroad since July 1, 1940, by 
non-military government agencies 
came from Canada and the Ameri- 
can republics (especially Cuba 
and Chile). Metals and minerals 
made up nearly half of all report- 
ed procurement abroad, and sugar, 
rubber and fibers another quarter 
of the total. On June 30, govern- 
ment agencies reported $786,000,- 
000 of commitments to buy addi- 
tional commodities abroad. 

Government agencies had loans 


‘and advances outstanding to for- 


eigh governments and concerns 
totaling $639,000,000 as of June 
30, 1945. Another $433,000,000 had 
been extended to foreign nations, 
primarily China, as special finan- 
cial assistance, on which settle- 
ment terms remained to be estab- 
lished. Outstanding commitments

There is a very good one 
at $1.75, with extremely strong 
bristles and a leather back, and 
the added feature of being small 
enough to fit into a bag without 
asking much space. 


Choose a good manicure set, a 
pocket size one with scissors, nail 
clip, file and tweezers in a pigskin 
case at $3.50 or a larger one con- 
taining more articles at $5. 


If you have a man who is in 
the habit of looking for cuff links 
and studs and can never remem- 
ber where he put them, solve the 
problem with a jewelry box. Of 
soft leather, suede lined to protect 
the jewelry, they can be either 
round or square, zipped or 
snapped, priced at $3.50 and $4.50.

You can 
find them in almost any type of 
leather you wish and at all prices.
